If the foregoing is acceptable to the Government of Belize, the Embassy proposes 
that this note, together with the Ministry's reply to that effect, shall constitute an 
agreement between the two Governments, which shall enter into force on the date of the 
Ministry's reply. 

The Embassy of the United States of America avails itself of this opportunity to 
renew to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the Government of Belize the assurances of 
its highest consideration.
